NEW YORK CITY, NY 一 A 
browrm sign with white jletters that 
read， P-A-R-K， marks the 
battleground. The lob empty eXxcept 
for a few cars，ijs bordered on two 
sides by mud-brown，century-old 
it，just Several 
hundred feet to the east，is the 
approach ramp for the Manhattan 
Bridge. The towering blue and red 
Structure Vibrates as cars buZzZ acrosS 
its metal grating and trains clatter 
Over loose rails In a deafening roar. 

Nestled on the edges of New 
York's Chinatown, this parking lot is 
in theheart of aregion 一 the Lower 
East Side 一 that has never been 
knowan for prosperity. Even in the 
1700s, Henry Streetwasknown asthe 
Bancker Street ghetto，an early 
neighborhood for poor blacKks. 

Since then，this stieet, like the 
entire area, has been home to Irish， 
Germnan，Jewish，Italian and，most 
reeently, Chinese imnmigrants. Yet as 
much as its ethnic complexion has 
changed during the past 150 years， 
Henry Street's tenements 一 
crowded and decaying 一 have 
stayed much the same-.

Finally， in what ”Payton 
Sarcastically referred'to as a “fresh 
of the country's 
guarantees,” -one 
Supervisor Said,“IThe way I see it 
its just an example of the 
inconveniences we must face to be 
part of this _ country.

In April， 
the city's Board of Estimate 
unanimously approved plans for the 
construction ofayg$1s million, luxury 
apartment complex on the site of the 
parking lot. 

To be known as Henry Street 
Towers，it is financed by three 
managing partners of Helmsley- 
Spear,one ofNewYork slargestreal 
estate brokers， and 3a Chinese 
American insurance Salesman， 
According to the developer s agent， 
Norman Levy，construction will 
begin immediately after they receive 
their permit, which could be any day 
noOwW. ， 

Since its inception in 1981, local 
housing groups . and community 
organizations have Opposed  j. 
Althodgh the Henry Street partners 
are = financing this 一 ”tower as 
individuals， their relationship to 
Helmsley-Spear has caused Several 
Chinese -newspapers to ， question 
WwWhether Chinatown ls becoming the 
target of blg realestate interests. 

OPpponents also clte 
enVironmental issues. They charged 
fthat the 22-story building is far too 
tall for such a _ narrow Street, that it 
will block light from other buildings， 
and cause immense trafic problems. 

ECONOMIC 

The principal outcry against the 
tower, however, is economic. In an 
area that 1s largely ”working- class 
poor, many are angered by the fact 
that over 909%6 of the new building 's 
apartments will be for upper-middle 
and Upper income tenants. 

Many also believe it could have 
irreversible effects on the area's land 
values. “Luxury,， housing ， in 
will mean an 
acceleration ofhousingcosts and less 
affordable housing available,”says 
Stan Mark，a lawyer for the 
Chinatown-based Asian American 
Legal Defense and Education Fund. 
“What Chinatown needs most,” he 
adds， ”is decent housing that 1s 
affordable for its low-income 
residents.” 

Mark's opinion echoes the 
Sentiments of 3a coalition of 
community organizations and tenant 
groups that have brought a suit 
againstthe city in an attempttoblock 
the Project. 

According to May Chin，a 
SpOokesperson for the coalition，the 
Prospects of luxury developments in 
the area have encouraged 1local 
landlords to allow buildings to 
deteriorate in the hope that tenants 
will leave, thus enabling them to Sell 
the buildings to developers or to 
raise Trents for new tenants. 

She cited the case of 109 
Madison Street, one of the buildings 
adjacent to the parking lot， as an 
example.

purchased the parking lot. It was 
later disclosed that the partners had 
expressed interest in buying 109 
Madison sothatthey could stretch the 
tower complex across the_ entire 
block: 

EVICTION INCREASE 

Though that plan was Scrapped， 
lawyers for the coalition maintain 
that there has been a dramatic 
increase in eviction ， Proceedings 
against local tenants by landlords in 
the .past three years- They expect 
harassment to continue as long as the 
area's real estate is selling at a 
Premiurm. 

Norman Levy, lawyer for Henry 
Street partnerSs，rejects this notion， 
saying “the real problem 1lies 诺 
Washingtonm and ity lackzof federal 
housing programs for poor people.” 
He argues that the project will be an 
economic boon to the community， 
creating construction jobs for local 
residents and bringing business to 
local stores. 

Similarly，William Rapfogel，a 
Spokesperson for City “Controller 
Harrison Goldin，Ssays_his office 
voted in favor of the tower because 
they do not believe it will have any 
adverse effects on the community. 


He opined that widespreasd 
gentrification in the wake of the 
toOWerWYISER Unlely Since the 
considerable noise from the 


Manhattan Bridge will deter many 
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New York 
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people from moving into the area. 
“This isnt Co-op City,” he says， 
referring to a huge co-op complex 
north of Manhattan.“Its just one 
location involving Cne Prnivate 
investment grouPp， 

LAND VALUESY. 

Nevertheless, land values in the 
Chinatown area_ have been rising 
precipitously Since the late 1970s. 
According to journalist and urban 
planner John Wang，this rise has 
resulted in part from the general 
increase in land values throughonut 
Manhattan during the Past five 
yearS， 

Chinatown， caught in New 
York's housing Squeeze, has become 
increasingly attractive to artists 
seeking lofts,，， and Wall Street 
businesSsmen Seeking ”apartments 
near thelir work places. 

Wang also points out that much 
of Chinatown'srealestate inflation is 
the result of investments in the area 
by ， overseas “Chinese interests. 
“Chinese businessmen in Hong 


KongandSE Asia are worried abonut 
political conf lictsin their part of the 
world,”he asserted，andmanyhave 


been seeking Safe harbors for their 
money in American-Chinese 
communities.” 

(In New York Chinatown，a 
Macao businessman financed the 
building of 2 Mott Street, a modern 
ofice building considered one of the 
Imost exXpensive Spaces in the city. 
Overseas Chinese money is also 
TIeSsponsible for the construction of 
Several banks that have opened in 
Chinatown -in the past five years.) 

ZONING CHANGES 

Duringthis same period, the City 
Planning Commission began seeking 
methods of encouraging neW 
construction in the Chinatown area， 
including recommending “zoning 
changes to allow construction of 
new， taller buildings near the 
Manhattan Bridge. Newbuildings,it 
stipulated, must be on lots vacant as 
of 1981，so as not to alter the 
character of the region. 

Zoning changes based on these 
recommendations were adopted by 
Community Board #3 in April 
1981，and the Special Manhattan 
Bridge District(SMBD) was created 
on ， Several Streets adjacent to 
Henry Street and the Bridge. 

The board also approved a

called East-WestTIoweronMadison 
Street, one over from Henry Street. 
This approval went against the 
board 's housing committee 
recommendations to veto the East- 
West proposal. 


The Board's decision was met 


by considerable community protest. 
In the summer of 1981, residents of 
36 Henry Street and 87 Madison 
Street charged that they had been 
forcefully evicted ， from -their 
apartments、 ITIhose buildings were 
Subsequently demolished to make 
Space for East-West Tower. 

The following Spring the New 
York City “Department ”of 
Jnvestigations .released a report 
confirming charges of harassment of 
the tenants at 87 Madison Streetby 
]andlords，and East-West Towers 
building permit was revoked. 

A <coalition of tenant and 
community groups from the area 
filed suit against the city early last 
year, Saying that the review process 
used in passing the SMBD was 
inadequate, that it did not allow for 
suffieient community input and- was 
therefore unconstitutional. Though 
the New York County Supreme 
Court upheld this charge in Summer 
of 1982 and declaredthe SMBD null 
and void, in March of this year，a 
New York State Appellate Conirt 
reversed this decision. This opened 
the way for the Board of Estimate's 
approval of Henry Street Tower. 
At this time，the plans for East- 
West Tower  Iremain unknown， 
though it is believed the developers 
are appealing the revocation of their 
building permit. 

CTOWN YMCA 

Caught in the middle of this legal 
battle is the Chinatown YMCA. 
According to a special clause in the 
SMBD charter， developers are 


、allowed to build higher than zoning 


permits in exchange for Providing 
certain  _ community “amenities, 
Such as low-income “housing; 
“selectively demolishing”adjacent， 
unused buildings and created

Mary Scherbotskoy，a resident of 
Henry Street and 3 plainti 任 in the 
suit against the city, stated,，“ Henry 
Street Tower's credibility depended 
on finding someone in the 
community to use the public space. 
The Chinatown Y gave them that 
credibility，bnut they have alienated 
themselves from the community in 


the proceSsS. 


In rebuttal， director of the 
Chinatown YMCA Rolland Lor 
argues that Henry Street Tower and 
its public facilities will significantly 
improve the area, withouthaving any 
negative impact. 

“I grew up on that block,”he 
Says. “This complex will bring in 
more business to the local stores. It 
will make the area safer.Idon'tthink 
most people in the community are 
either for or against it. It s just easSleT 
to be vocal and criticize it.” 

TIME RUNNING- 

No Chinatown “ organization 
other than the YMCA has publicly 
Supported the development. 
Meanwhile the groundswell of 
opposition to it has been 
considerable. Still，that Provides 
little consolation to Henry Street's 
opponent，for whom time to block 
construction is rapidly running onut. 

Joyce Moy, an attorney for the 
coalition that is seeking to overturn 
the SMBD, reported that the State 
Supreme Court is now reviewing an 
amendimnent to the petition against 
the SMBD，which argues that the 
citys _ environmental study of the 
area Was inadequate. If the court 
agrees with this _ argument，the 
SMBD could be nullfied again.

QUESTIONS AROSE 

And when the announcement 
came，So did a lot of related 
questions.， How would this 
foundation be any different than 
those that now exist) Where is the 
moneycoming from and where will it 
be going to Who's involved and 
who s making the decisions? 

The Gannett Foundation last 
year awarded 玫 ono with a $1,000 
community service award for his 
work with the JCCEB. He gave half 


， the money tothe center andhalfto a 


local law firm to begin research on 
the steps involved in setting up a 
foundation. Preliminary ” findings 
Showed that there were no Asian 
Americans on the boards of any 
Bay Area foundations, reported the 
gum Specialist. 

“In 1978，in the Bay Area 
community，there were abonut 350 
[people on boards of directors], and 
only 20 minorities. Forming ourown 


， foundation was the only way to 
empower people,” 开 ono asserted. 
Otherwise, he noted, the“haves and 
“have-nots” would stay the same.

Unless you have a stake in it 
[toundations], it will stay the same or 
get worse.” 

Through discussions with many 
Social Service agencies in SF and in 
the East Bay， 开 ono，and fellow 
dentist Russ Takei and attorney 
Eugene Tomine，found that there 
Was a need for a _ vehicle through 
Which money couldflowtothe Asian 
American community. 

CONCLUSION 

They spoke with the Asian Law 
ICaucus, which provides free, or low- 
cost legal services; Asian Heajlth 
Services，which has free medical 
Solieies te East” Biay 


Jssei Housing Inc.，a_ development 


group that constructs and 
rehabilitates low-income senior 
housing. 

The conclusion was ， fairly 


unanimous among these and other 
grouPS: they Supported the concept 
of an'`Asian American foundation. 


Many of them have already 
Submitted letters of support to 
Tamashii. 


Eor them，Tamashii could be 
important in the days of ever- 
decreasing governmental grants and 
fiercer competition for money of 
existing ”predominantly White 
foundations. As an Asian American 
foundation, Tamashii could break a 
traditional patterm of  giving 
discovered by 开 ono's research. 
“About $12.5 billion was given 
out by foundations in 80-81. Less 
than $70 million in grants over 
$5,000 ” were given out to 
minorities.”Of that amount，Kono 
Said， only 47 grants were given to 


Chinese， Japanese or Korean 
[groups].” 
NOT EASY 
Even with such dramatic 


statistics，though, the job of selling 
the Asian American foundation to 
the foundation world was not an easy 
one. 上 ono recalled a mid-February 
meeting with John May, the former 
director of the San Francisco 
FEoundation. 

“He was skeptical and cynical at 
the beginning.”However, after May 
had had a chance to interact with 
Kono and Takei，he realized that 
they had done their homework. 
“Afterwards， he became really 
enthusiastic. He felt good that no 
matter what he said to us，we”d go 
ahead anyway,”1laughed Kono. 


At each step，more questions 
arose. As word about the potential 
foundation got around, 玉 ono began 
receiving inquiries about who was 
going to sit on the board，He 
remembered receiving a_ call from 
Someone in the Cambodian 
community who wanted to be on it. 

“We don't want it to have to be 
one Cambodian, one Laotian, (etc.) 
on ,the board，but we want to be 
diverse.”He told 尼 csx 玉 estthat he 
expects criticism to come Up soon 
about this issue. 

LONG RUN 
儿 ono's response to the concerns 


and the criticism ， which he 


Consortium，a _ group of Asian janticipates is simple.“In the long 
American agencies; and East Bayjrun， our integrity will be judged by 
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Where the funds go to and how we 
help those groups that are denied 
funds elsewhere get funds.”At least 
initially, the Tamashiifounders want 
to keep the numbers down until the 
board has determined cleargoals and 
objectives. 

ForLaura Date president of East 
Bay Issei Housing，Inc.，input to 
Tamashii could also come in forms 
other than through representation on 
the board. 

“We have the expertise and 
contacts to help them develop and to 
channelthem to groups like ours, and 
to help them decide how to spend the 
money,，explained Date. Her group 
Tecently secured a long-term low- 
interest federal loan to develop 100 
low-income units in Hayward. 

Date added that Tamashii might 
also be able to help agencies, like the 
housing corporation，with technical 
asSistance and by 8giving them a 
“handle” on how to approach other 
foundations. 

SHOOT BIG 


Perhaps the greatest potential ” 


asset of Tamashii is also its greatest 
potential problem: the targeted 
donors are Asian Americans. 

While the foundation could have 
nickeled-and-dimed”its way into 
the foundation world, the Tamashii 
founders decided to shoot big. 
“JInitially，we'd like to get half a 
million dollars from three or four 
major， exXisting foundations,” 
explained 术 ono. However, because 
of a desire to become a peer in the 
close-knit world of foundations， 
Tamashii would havetobecome self- 
Sustaining, he admitted. 

Anne Hoblitzell, director of the 
Education Training Program for 
Northern California Grantmakers, a 
non-profit reSsource group for 
foundations，expressed enthusiasm 
about Tamashii“TIt taps a whole area 
of the population that may not have 
considered the idea of institutional 
giving.” She added that the fund 
could address the needs of the 
community. 

The untapped segments of the 
population are “third and fourth 
generation Asians,”many of whom 
“resemble increasingly an affluent 
group,，” she noted. This precisely is 
the group at which 玫 ono is targeting 
the Tamashii efforts. 

PHILANTHROPY 

“IThere are So many upwardly 
mobile Asian Americans,” stated 
Kono. Because philanthropy is more 
of an American idea, he confessed 
that it might be more acceptable to 
those who have been in the US 
longer. 

“Its partly our responsibility. 
There are a lot of talented people 
making it as dentists，lawyers and 
[other] professionals.” The 


periodontist commentedthat Some of 
these people may have“lost touch

Written as a folk legend，Pie- 
Biter is an attractively-illustratred 
and humorous picture story about 
Hoi, a man who actually lived and 
WwWorked in the Pacific Northwest in 
thelate1800s. He comes from China 
aS 3a Skinny boy to work on the 
Trailroad and becomes strong from 
eating pies. After the Trailroad. is 
completed, he decides to become a 
packer with the help of Spanish 
Louie, a Mexican American packer. 

TWIST 

TIhe twist in the plot comes when 
Hoi finds an ingenious way of 
tricking others into giving him a 
chance to prove himself. After 20 
years of hard work, he returns to his 
family in China, taking with him, of 
course, 3a Supply of pies. 

JIn the tradition of folk legends， 
Pie-Biter is a colorful story 一 
interesting，exaggerated and funny. 
“If there is a morale,”says author 
McCunn，it is that one can pursue 
dreams throughhard work and using 
one's Wits.2”

Like Paul Bunyan and John 
Henry， 了 Pie-Biter is a hero of 
strength，derived in this case from 
eating pies, sometimes as many as 16 
aday! He is also generous in helping 
his co-workers and clever in finding 
ways of solving problems. But unlike 
his American counten parts，Pie- 
Biter is an immigrant with a 
sojourner s mentality. Homesick for 
his family and country，he finally 
returns to China. 

Because Pie-Biter is a picture 
book for young readers, much is left 
unsaid as to whyhe came andhowhe 
lived, but the implications are there， 
Parents and educators using this 
book with children will need a fuller 
understanding of Chinese American 
history in order to answer questions 
of inquisitivechildren. 

As written, though, Pie-Biteris a 
fascinating story told in the simple， 
concise Sentences characteristic of 
Picture books.

culture and the storytrellingtradition 
through hermother, sister and amah.

According to“ McCunn， much 
research went into finding a non- 
Stereotyped model from which to 
illustrate Spanish Louie. 
UNUSUAL 
Pre-Biteris also unusual in thatit 
comes in two language editions 
(Chinese and English) instead of 
one bilingual or trilingual (plus 
Spanish) edition. Despite the added 


production costs involved in printing 


two editions, McCunn chose to do so 
because too much text would have 
detracted _ from the elaborate 
illustrations.， ”Further， bilingual 
books in libraries，she claims，is 
usually shelved in language sections 
inaccessible to the intended 
audience. 

Jllustrations by You-Shan Tang， 
a graduate of Central Art Academy 
and Peking University, enhance the 
Story With its radiant :colors，welL- 
Tesearched details，and appealing 
artwork. It is to his credit that the 
characters are .portrayed as 
expressive individuals and not 
Stereotypes. In the case of Ah Choy 
and Sleepy 玉 an, two packers, they 
are drawn as 3a Laurel-and-Hardy 
type team, based not on Laurel and 
Hardy, but on a popular comedy pair 
in Shanghai. 

McCunn spared no _ costs in 
making Pie-Bzter the beautiful 
picture book that it is. She chose to 
have it printed and bound in Japan. 
She also selected an excellent 
translator, Ellen Lai-Shan Yeung, to 
Tender the story in Chinese, and to 
selfpublish ratherthan riskhavingto 
compromise the story, illustrations 
or translation with a commercial 
publisher. 

Having staked two-thirds the cost 
of her Victorian house on Pre-Biter 
She Says, “For others, it's Reno. For 
me, its Pre-Biter (that is worth the 
gamble).”For those who want an 
attractive Chinese American picture
